A BLAZING BIG FIRE.

The Offices of The Washingten Newspapers 
Burned. 


Wasuineton, July 16.—About eicht 0” 
this evening, a fire ore out suddenly Keyes 
Post building, atthe corner of Tenth and PB 
streets, N. +» and soon the upper storied 
were Sete ae in flames. The building was 
eccupied by the Washington Daily Post, tho 
National Republican, the Washington Critic 
the Sunday Gazette, the United States electric 
light company, the district gas Ynspector, 
Sam Lee’s restaurant, Joseph Shorter’s arber 
shop,and Nealy’s lithograp ing establishment 
The editorial, composing an press rooms of 
the four papers are completely ruined, and the 
business offices flooded with water. The build- 
ing, which 18 owned by Btilson Hutchins, was 
valued at $80,000, and 18 said to be covered by 
insurance. Though this cannot be definitely 
ascertained until the arrival of Hutchins, who 
ig at present in New Hampshire, and whose 
business papers, which were saved, are locked 
up in his private desk. 
THE RUINED PRESSES. 

The Post and the Republican used the same 
press, valued at $20,000, and on which insur. 
abee policies to the extent of $15,000-were 
taken out to-day. The Critic press was val- 
ued at $15,000, and is supposed to have been 
insured. In the basement of the Republican 
office was the press owned by ex Secretary 
Chendjer, and valued at $25,000. It is not yet 
known whether this press was insured. Nea- 
ly’s loss is estimated at $3,000. He hes in his 
charge the plates of Stilson Hutchins’s new 
book, entitled, “The National Capital, Wash- 
ington, Past and Present.” The plates 
were very valuable, and are 
a total lose. Besides the plates 5,000 copies of 
the pew work were burned. Lee’s restaurant 
was & plece of popular resort for southern vis- 
tors to Washington, especially those from 
Scuth Carolina and Georgia. His loss is 
$5,000, with $2,500 insurance. The Gazette ia 
owned by Thomes G. Morrow, whose loss is not 
heavy. Shprter’s loss is but $500. The total 
loos will Feach $150,000, about two-thirds of 
which is covered by insurance. 

Walter Hutchins, of the Post, gives the 
following estimates of the losses: 

The Post’ including loss on its building, $82.- 
000; Republican. $28,000; Critic, $30,000: Electric 
as ae meal $50,000; other losses, $30,000. Total, 
_ The loss is almost entirely covered by 
insurance, The most serious loss 
to the Post is the burning of 
its mailing list of the weekly edition. Two of 
the presses were saved in a damaged condition 
end the type of the Republican can soon be 
p’aced in good order again. There will be no 
interruption in the publication of any of the 
journals. 

COURTKESI#8 OF THE STAR. 

The editors of the Evening Star at once ten- 
dered the use of their office to both the Post 
aod the Repubjican, and these papers will be 
issued as usual tomorrow morning. The Star 
bas two presses, either of which is capable of 
printing the entire edition of both the Post 
and the Republican. While the Post building 
was still in flames, the editorsand printers of 
the Post andthe Republican were hard at 
work at the Star oflice, preparing for tomor- 
row’s issue. While the origin of the fire is not 
definitely known, it is believed to have broken 
out in the engine room of the electric light 
company. The plant of this company was in 
the Post building, and soon after the fire broke 
out, every electric light in town was suddenly 
extinguished, leaving certain quarters of the 
city in comparetive darkness. 

CaioaGo, July 16.—The large cotton mill of 
the Brighton cotton manulacturing company 
in the southwestern suburbs of the city, was 
destroyed by fire this evening. The main 
tuilding was 50 by 150 feet long and five 
stories high. Three or fuur other buildings, 
used for various purpores, were also burned, 
besides the engine room, containing a 500 
horee power engine and boiler house ¢on tsin- 
ing three boilers. Plant was worth $160,000. 
The stock destroyed was valued at $10,000. 
The insurance on the plant is $83,000, and on 
the stock $12,000. 


THB UNWVISDOM OF VWVISB2, 


Who Accepts the Republican Nomination 
for Governor of Virginia, 

Ricuwonp, Va.,July 16.—After the love- 
feast in the republican state convention this 
morning, resolutions of sympathy for General 
Grant in his affliction were unanimously 
adopted, and ordered to be telegrapued him. 
The nomination of candidates was then pro- 
ceeded with, and an hour and a half wasoc- 
cupied in nominating Hon. John 8, Wise and 
Attorney General Frank S. Blair. At twoa. 
m., the roll of counties was called, and at its 
conclusion, at 2:45 a. m. Wise had 
received over 450 votes. Before the vote 
was announced the name of 
Blair was withdrawn, and upon his authority 
the nomination of Wise was made unanimous, 
amid unbounded enthusiasm. Wise was im- 
mediately brought to the front, and briefly 
acknowledged the great honor bestowed on 
him. He looked upon the position for which 
he hed been named as one of solemn duty as 
well as one of gredt responsibility, and he, 
with his party, were going into the fight to 
win. 

Captain Blair was called for and made a 
warm speech for Wise. The two men shook 
bands on the stand, amid the greatest en- 
thusiasm, H. Clinton Wood, of Scott county, 
for hheutenant governor, and Captain Frank 8. 
Blair, of Wythe, for attorney-general, were 
nominated by acclamation after which at 3:20 
a.m, the eonvention adjourned.

COTTON IN CONVENTION. 


THE 5 XACHANGES INTERCHANGE 
VIEVYs, 
~ 
A Marked Improvement in the Baling of Cotton Dur- 
ing the Last Two Years ~Legislation Recom- 
mended Regarding Bills of Lading— Che 
Crop Reports Indorsed as Correct, 


GREENBRIER, Waite SuLpauR Sprines, West 
Va., July 16.—President Gardner called the 
cotton convention to order at ten o’clock. 
United States Senator Gibson, of Louisiana, 
was on the floor by invitation. F. L. Airey, 
of New Orleans, was elected president for the 
next two years, by acclamation. Jerome Hill, 
of St. Louis, was elected firat vice president 
and took the chair, the newly elected presi- 
dent not being present. He thanked the con- 
vention for the honor conferred upon him. 
Chas. E. Elliott, of Norfolk, was elected secre- 
tary for the nexttwo years. C. D. Miller, of 
New York; W. Muller, of New Orleans: H. 
M. Carver, of Savannah: W. H. Gardner, of 
Mobile; J. N. Vaughn, of Norfolk; W. K. 


McClendon, of St. Louis; W. L. Moody, of 
Galveston ; W. D. Cleveland, of Houston, and 
J. H. Clisby, of Montgomery, were elected 
directors. 

THE REPORTS PRESENTED. 

The reperts of the sub-committees were sub- 
mitted. The committee on deck loads re- 
ported as follows: 

‘Your committee beg to report that they do not 
deem the article of coa) for ship’s use of sufficient 
importance to be considered. As to the carriage 
of cotton on deck, we strongly disapprove of the 
practice, and suggest wo the president of this 
exchange be ins«unudéte oO petition congress to 
petSanactto prohibitthe same, and requiring 
tee masters of vessels carrying cotten to foreign 
ports to state under oath at their sailing ifany of 
the cargo is on deck.’’ 

The comniittee on inferior bagging and light 
weight ties reported in favor of first clags ties 
and bagging, the ties to weigh not less than 
fifty pounds to the bundle, and the bagging 
not less than one and three-quarter pounds to 
tbe yard, and the report was adopted. 

The committee on weather bignals reported 
in favor of additional stations for the cotton 
belt, and the president appointed a committee 
ofthree to memorialize congress to furnish 
such stations by legislation. 

THE LIABILITIES OF COMMON CARRIERS. 

The committee on through bills of lading 
reported as follows: © 

Wecall the attention of this exchange to the 
varieus decisions of thecourts in the different 
fections ofthe country upon the subjectof the 
liability of common carriers upon bills of lading 
tigned by agents, where no property was actually 
received. Cases haye occurred where bills of lad- 
ing have been’ signed in regular form 
and drafts negotiated thereupon, and it af- 
terwards appeared that so property had been 
shipped, which cases have been brought into Liti. 
gation and variously decided upon by diflerent 
courts. Your committee firmly believe this state 
of things tends to place not only the banks, but 
all connected with the negotiation of drafts upon 
biils of lading, in a state of doubt as to their 
security. Therefore, your committee earnestly 
recommends that this exchange ask congress to 
pass a law plainly making common carriers liable 
ior the acts of its agents, and :that the va- 
rious exchanges request their representatives 
in sengrens to use their influence to secure this 
end. 

The report was adopted and referred to a 
committee of three members of the New York 
cotton exchange, to memorialize congress in 
favor of the passage of a law covering the 
wants of the cotton interests. 

A long dircussion preceded the adoption of 
the report, Savannah alone voting ag»inat it. 
A report of the same committee in reference 
to railway discrimination was tabled. 

THE TYPES OF COTTON 

The committee on standard types reported 
the following which was adopted: ‘ 

We recommend tbat the time for making up 
star dard types be changed from September Ist to 
November ist,commenciug with the seasoa of 1355, 
snid types to be revised annually ou the same 
date, in order that they may be made up of cotton 
grown in the season for which they are to serve as 
a standard; that a committee of one expert from 
each exchange represented in the national ex- 
change be appointed to meet in New York on the 
first Wedneiday in November who sball bring 
with them full samples of the different grades; 
from their districts, in order to arrive ata unitorm 
type @s nearly as may be, to be made up to the 
basis of the standard of 1887. 

THE CROP REPORTS APPROVED, 

The committee on information and statistica 
reported that the reports of the crops and the 
movement of the cotton were eminently satis- 
factory. The Gold and Stock telegraph cem- 
pabny’s reports were complimented. The com- 
mittee ask for daily reports fron, West Point, 
Va., apd weekly reports from Richmond, Va. 
The report was adopted. 

W. iH. Gardner at Mobile, reported a resolu- 
tion favoring the stoppage of the coinage of 
the silver dollar as the unanimous views of 
the committee. Mr. Allen, ot New Orleans, 
spoke sgainst the resolution, insisting that the 
convention ought notto touch the subject. 
Mr. Gardner, of Mobile, was in favor of the 
reeolution. He said he knew it was not popu- 
lar in the south, but he wanted the resolution 
sdopted asa matter of duty to the general 
welfare of the country. As long as this coun- 
try allowed eighty-five cents to 
buy one dollar’s worth of property, 
eo Jong would the old world give us silver all 
the way through, while gold would hide itself. 
Mr. Kressner, of New Orleans, and Mr. Hertz, 
of New York, favored the resolution, which 
wes adopted, Mr. Allen, of New Orleans, 
alone opposingit. The resolntion in reference 
to freight discrimination was taken up again 
and discussed at length, but finally dropped 
2s a question for individuals to settle. 

IMPROVEMENT IN COTTON PACKING. 

Mr. Gordon, of Mobile,offered the following, 
which was edopted ; 

Resolved, That thisconvention desires to ex- 
press ite satisfaction at the very small proportion 
of mixed pecked and-falsely packed cotton found 
during the Jast two years, and it hopes that plant- 
ers will, in the future, exercise the same Care in 
ginning and ——e and thus avoid packing sandy 
and dusty cotton by using cleaners. which wiil 
exempt them from beavy losses and complaint, as 
of the crop of 1880 and 1581. s 7 

On motion of Henry Hentz, of New York, 
the following was adopted: 

That his excellency, Grover Cleveland, presl- 
dent of the United States, be requested to take ac- 
tion to correct the extradition treaties with for- 
eign government as to embrace offenses which 
criminals commit and escape with impunity. 

On motion of Mr. Miller, @ resolution was 
adopted asking all exchanges to commend 
adoption of the standard size of a packing 
box for all plantations, was to get uniform 
bales of cotton. 

On motion of Mr. Gardner 
all the boards of trade of 
the country handling cotton were allowed 
to join the cotton exchange, on the payment 
of such eums as may be assessed. The execu- 
tive committee elected C. H. Parker secretary, 
and G. H. Green treasurer. Charles G. Elliott, 
of Norfolk, was elected second vice- president. 


TAYLOR'S NECK-TIS. 


4 Bad Man’s Career Ended with a Jerk— 
His Crimes. 

Puitaperruta, Pa., July 16.—Joseph Taylor, 
who, on May 3ist, 1554, brutally murdered 
Keeper Michael F. Doran, at the eastern pen- 
itentiary by beating in his brains with a 
wooden bobbin and a bar of iroa, was hanged 
"mn the corridor of the county prison at ten 
o’clock this morning. 

Taylor wae only twenty-eight vears of age. 
He was of a vicious disposition, and the police 
records show that he stabbed seventeen per- 
sops apd shot twenty-eight during the ten 

ears before the murder. The crime for 
which be was incarcerated when he killed 
Keeper Doran was committed twenty-four 
hours after he had concluded a term of three 
years for stabbing a policemen and as ial 
officer. His crime began with bis cu ng 
boy compenion when but filteen years old, 
and his vices date from his babyhood.

com panies to mine coal, iron ore, gold, silver, 
mica, Datural gas oi], etc. The total amount 
of capital, including the capital 
stock of corporated companies 
represented by new enterprises, organized in 
the south during the last six months, and the 
enlergément of the old plants, and rebuilding 
of mitl@ destroyed by fire aggregates $36,534,- 
000, divided among fourteen southern states 
as follows: Alabama, $3,800,000; Arkansas, 
$375,008; Florida, $1,479,000; Georgia, $1,580,- 
000; tucky, $10,621,000; Louisiana, $1, 
407,000, Maryland, $4,633,000; Mississippi,

THE LABOR TROUBLES. 


‘be Situmtion at Cleveland—Barry Arrested 
~—The Bay City Mills Started, 

CLEVELAND, July 16.—Nothing has occurred 
this morning to mar the peace of the iron 
work. Preparations were made to resume 
work on the plate mill, but the machinery was 
vot ret im motion. The men have been in- 
‘imidated by the strikers, and state that they 
prefer idleness tor a few days. They have no 
‘ear of ipterterence while at work, but appre- 
rerd violence while at their homes. The men 
were addressed by Superintendent Patton, 
who stated that he hed no disposition to ex- 
pose them to danger, and he, therefore, order 
ed the mill to be closed until next Monday.

OF HERAT, 


The Absence of Official Icformation « Subject of |

Loxnos, July 16.—The Standard this morn- 
ing says the government has telegraphed to 
the British minister at St. Petersburg respect- 
ing the Russian advance to Zulficar. The 
Standard, on the reported advance of Russian 
troops to Zulficar pass, says that, although 
more reafsuring news was received last even- 
ing from Colonel Ridgeway, chief of the Brit- 


ish Afghan boundary commission, the news 
from other sources regarding Russian move- 
ments, is of the gravest character. The only 
redeeming feature of the intelligence from 
Afghanistan, says the Standard, is that of 
Atghans have attached themselves more firm- 
iy than ever to our side. 7 

Asa consequence ofthe Russian advance, 
Afghans have invited English commission to 
Herat forthe purpose of directing defensive 
measures. 

This morning’s Telegraph, in its articie on 
the Afghan news, says the objection of the 
ameer of Afghanistan to Russia’s claim to a 
position practically commanding Zulficar pass 
is supported by Lord Salisbury. Lord Salis. 
bury’s reluctance to consent to Russia’s offer 
tosubmit the question in dispute to a joint 
ccMmission, is owing to his belief that such 
course would be resutless, and would only de- 


lay a settlement of the matter. 


AN OMINOUS SILENCE. 

The Times, in an editorial, says that all the 
powers, with the exception of Russia, have 
given their arsent to the issue of an Egyptian 
loan. Russia’sa silence, the Times says, in- 
creases the apprehension in regard tothe Af- 
gban situation. 

The Viensa Politischa Correspondenz pub- 
lishes a semi-oflicial dispatch from St. Peters- 
burg today, on the Central Asian question, 
which says that Russia counts with certaint 
on the help of France in any contest which 
tteczar may have with England, and Eng- 
lend in Asia. France, the article declares, 
will be compelled to establish a protectorate 
over Toxquin, and the English in India will 
then be between two fires, and their interest 
to avoid sny policy likely to lead to a Franco- 
Russian alliance. This isa set off to the in- 
crease in the iriendliness between England 
end Germany. 

There isa penicon the French bourse to- 
cay, avd a heavy fall has occurred in prices 
on most securities, owing to the reports that 
ibe crisis between Russia and England was 
imminent. It is said that Russia is negotiating 
x warloan. The absence of official news from 
Afghanistan is considered ominous. The 
Temps says that the officers of the Russian 
etmy pow ona furlough have been ordered 
to rejoin their regiments at once. 

THE GAZETTE CHIPS IN. 

The Pali Mall Gazetie says that there should 
be no dispute between England and Russia 
tbout Zulficar pass, because it was ceded to 
the Afghans before Gladstone retired 
from office. The dispute now is, the 
Gezette contends, as to whether the Afghans 
can claim as a part of Zulficar pass, the posi- 
tion commanding the pass and possession of 
which by theameer would cut off commani- 
cation between the Ruesian frontier post at 
Akrobat and the wells and pasturagein the 
valley to the north of the pass, which are ad- 
nritted to.be Russian. Giers, $e Russian for- 
eign minister, iu the negotiations which 
reeulted in the cession of the pass 
itself to the ameer, distinctly, the Gazette 
says, refused to concede this position to Glad- 
stone, and be will not concede it tothe mar- 
quis of Balisbury. ‘It will,” declares the 
peper, “be wanton naughtiness if the marquis 
of Sslisbury and Lord Randolph Churchill 
expose themselves to a rebuff which can only 
be averted by war. It was Earl Granville’s 
fol'y to claim this disputed land, and it will 
be Lord Salisbury’s crime if there be war 
about it.” 

Lonpon, June 16.—Ia the house of com- 
mons today a bill removing the electoral dis- 
qualifications from voters accepting gratui- 
tous ae relief, passed its second reading, 
by a vote @ 279 to 20. In the course ofa long 
debate Chamberlain thanked the conserva- 
tives for passing radical measures during their 
ehort term of office. 


SENORS IN ARMS.

GIRLS STILL IN GUOD SUPPLY. 

One of the commissions of the Pall Mall 
Gazette reports to that paper today the follow- 
ing facts, the truth of which he declares to be 
incontestible. In order to show the Mansion 
house committee that the diabelical business 
exposed by the Gazette was still carried on as 
boldly as ever, notwithstending the revela- 
tionps, the reporter offered to procure from 
the establishment of X & Z as many 
certified girls as the committee might have 
delivered anywhere to their order. There be- 
ing some hesitation about the acceptance of 
this proposition, the reporter, while the com- 
mittee was in session, went to the procuress 
and ordered a pretty girl of 14 years of age, 
certified by a physician to be good, to be de- 
livered to this order as “agent for a gentleman 
of 60.” Madame accepted the order, and in a 
short time produced the girl, certified. The 
reporter investigated the child’s 
history and ascertained that her 
father was dead and her mother 
wasa poor working woman. The girl was 
poorly dressed. Having completed the pur- 
chase of the girl, the reporter hastened to ar- 
range forher delivery anywhere and to any 
person designated by the committee. No 
member of the committee would consent to 
receive the girl. The reporter thereupon ar- 
ranged for her delivery tonight, and hurried 
back to the Mension house, having 
completed the entire travsaction during a 
single sitting of . the committee. 

This morning the reporter receiveda con- 
fidential letter from Mme. Z, appointing a 
retired place to meet the girl tonight.

ferred to liye away off to themselves, wear home- 
spun clothes and brogan shoes; perform manual 
labor such as many & Man would spurn as degrad- 
ing.

OURIOUS TREES IN DOOLY., 


for Bats—Aan 


Shade, 

Vienna, Ga, July 1 6.—[Special.}—There is in this 
county a curiosity inthe shape of a double pine 
tree, with two distinct bodies, one about two feet 
in diameter and the other about eighteen inches. 
They stood about five feetapart from outside to 
outside, and a manon horseback could ride be 
tween them, About eighteen feet from the grourd 
this curiosity joins together so perfectly that four 
feet above, the body was as round as ifit only had 
one body from the ground up, aad grew to the 
height of at least one hundred feet. One more 
curious thing about this tree is, that it has a hol 
low in it for about five feet up after it joins, and 
this is the bome of bats and other birds innumer- 
able, and the boysin thecountry make weekly 
visits of Sundays with bows and arrews and shoot 
straight up and kill many of them. 

Another curious tree is an oak, Its body is short

Recerd shows that thereis at presenta re- 
ma) kable degree of industrial activity in the 
south. In Alabemaa stove foundry and a 
steel- plate mill are to be put in operation; in 
Fiorida a new moss factory is under construc- 
tion; in Georgia new fertilizer factories are to 
be built at Macon end Hogansyille, an agri- 
cultural machinery factory is to be added to 
Augusta's indusiries, a hosiery factory is 
talked of, and the state is full of new railroad 
projects, A similer activp~y exists in the 
other southern states. The hard times do not 
bear heavily upon us, and they will be felt 
still less after the crops are gathered. . 


CROPS IN GEORGIA, 
The report of the state department of agri- 
culture, covering the entire month of June, 
does not disclose any disaster to the cotton 


needed, and the caterpiller appeared in a few 
localities in the southern part of the state; 
but neither of these troubles has materially 
injured the plant, and all information still 
points to very nearly a fnll round crop. 

The corn crop in the state ison a boom, It 
is about as good in one section as in another; 
with this diflerence at this writing, in the 
lower half of the state the crap is out of 
harm's way so far as growth is concerned. 
The cautious commissioner expresses the be- 
lief that the crop is above an average, He 
has certainly kept clear of exaggeration in 
this estimate, 

The estimated yield of wheat is 2,800,000 
bushels. The average yield of an acre this 
year wes seven bushels. The oat crop yield- 
ed 6,098,600 bushels, or 12's bushels an acre. 
Exactly how the commissioner is able to 
mes ke so clese an estimate of the oat crop is 
not disclosed. The prospects of rice, sweet 
potatoes, Sugar cane, ground pear, melons 
and fruits are very good. The soil is in fact 
doing its best, and the heavens are helping it 
at convenient and protitable intervals. The 
farmers are very busy and very happy, and 
when they smile the whole state rejoices. 


LIQUOR LAWS IN THE STATES. 

The agitation of the liquor question ia this 
s‘ate mskes the ‘position of other states on 
the absorbing isenea matter of interest. A 
careful canvass sbows that Rhode Isisnd, 
New York, Pernsy!vania, West Virginia, 
South Carolina, Arkansas, lilinois, Minnes- 
ota, Nebraska ard Dakota and Washington 
territories have adopted either general local 
option laws, or else bave stringent license 


This is loca! option by districts that, geo 
greplically, at least, are similar to our militia 
Gistricts. 

Besides ibe states named, North Carolina, 
Alabsmwes, Mississippi and Georgia have 
largely jimited ibe sale of liquors county by 
ccunty under special local option acts, passed 
from time to time, as the people demanded. 
These four etates have, perbaps, as strong & 
seniimentin favor of prohibition as can be 
found in avy other four states of the union. 
The strength needed in these siates to secure 
an ect from the jegislatureand an affirmative 
vote from the people hes, in every instance, 
becn the outcome of vigorous and united 
sction onthe part of temperance people in 
their respective counties. 

In Vermont, Maine, lowa and Kansas con- 
stitutionel prohibition has been secured, and 
New Hampshire is a prohibition state, but 
the law is not imbedded in her organic act. 
Messachusetts, Connecticut, Indiana, Michi- 
gen and Wisconsin bave tried prohibition 
laws, but on some account have each and all 
beck to high license or some other 
miethcd of restraining; the sale of 
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Migsouri., 


Jerney, Muryland 
heniucky, Onio, 
and Colorado are the only states 
out of thirty-eight that have 
not et present some law that deals with the 
liquer question, nine states out of thirty- 
eight. Most, if not al! of the nine, have been 
scenes of ternperance egitation, and in allof 
them the passege of some general law beariag 
on the subject is probable. 
here are a variety of laws in the different 
states. Nevada bas alaw against treating. 
Obio has had a great many anti-liquor laws, 
but the supreme court of ‘the state has re- 
lieved her of the Scott Jaw, which wasthe 
last of the series. In Kansas, which is an 
ironclad prohibition state, every physician 
has to take an oath once in five years that he 
will not prescribe liquors, unless absolutely 
necessary, asamedicine. In Michigan there 
is compulsory teaching in all public schools 
of the effect of drink on the human system. 
In Minnesota it isa misdemeanor to sell 
liquor io a pupil of aschoo!, Nebraska holds 
saloon-keepers responsible for the paupers 
they create, and in New York they are open 
to civil suits for all pecuniacy injuries they 
inflict upon the widow orchildren of their 
customers. Aitcgether, the lot of thesaloon- 
isis in this country is no longer a happy one, 
even if it be still one of prolit.

THE history of cholera by Bartiett thus summa- 
rizes the origin and progross of the disease. In 
i8]7 the scourge first passed the confiaes of India, 
overspread all southern Asia, passed onto China 
end Tartary, and cloed its five year’s campaign 
at ibe Russian city of Asirachan. Five yeara later 
it was again on its march, knocking at the doors 
of the town of Ohrenberg, in Russia, and two 
vears later it entered the city of Moecsow, where 
its appearance produced greater consternation 
than the terrors of the great conilagration associa- 
ted with the invasion of the First Napoleon, 
Hastering onward it successfully attackel St. 
Petersburg, Warsaw, Dantzic, Berlin and 
Hsiw burg, and crossed to England 
in 1851. The samc year it 
not only appeared in London and Paris, but over- 
leaped the barrier presented by 3,000 miies of water 
aud made its first assault on the new continent— 
appearing in Quebec and Montreal. It was on tae 
24th of June, 1832, that the scourge made its ap- 
pearance in New York, whereit fownd the city as 
though it had come“‘like athiei in the night,” 
totally unprepared forits approach, The same 
summer it visited Baltimore, Philadelphia and si, 
Louis. Fortwo years after that there were cases 
here and there in the United States, and then it 
entirely disappeared. In 18i7, for 
third time, the after A 
seaeon of rest end re leit its 
home inthe delta of the Ganges, aud pursuing 
the same route it had on previous occasions, con- 
tinued its march of conquest until winter overtook 
itat Moscow. With the advent of the next spring 
it raged in St. Petersburg, Beriiu, Hamburg, Edin- 
burg, London, and during the month of August 
ercssed the Atlantic a second time, and scourged 
New Orleans, and was only checked at New York 
by quarantine, The next year (1849) it broke out 
in New York, Philadelphia and other places on 
the Atlantic seaboard, Starting afresh in New 
Orleans, it overspread the Mississippi valley, 
and, the emigrant trains on their 
westward course, it finally reached’ the shores of 
the Pacific and rested at Sacramento, where for six 
years milder exhibitions of the epidemic were 
frequently appearing. In 1865 for the fourth time 
its poisonous breath swept over the continent of 
Asia, creating its greatest hayoc at Meeca among 
the thousands and tens of thousands of loyal 
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) Mohammedans who had congregated there to 
crop.

In 1866 and 1867 it reap- 
peared in New York, but was quicgly stamped 
out. Last year it appeared in Zgypt, whence it 
parsed over to Italy; and its recent appearance in 
Spain creates a fear that it may sweep over Europc 
and America again. ;

Aé all of the sick people 
had partaken of the dried beef, the plysicians 
turned their attention to the meat. When exam- 
incd under a microscope the beef was seen to be 
covered with immense numbers of little worms, 
about two hundred being visible on each square 
inch, Some of the meat wasgiven to a healthy 
dog, and the animal died in ashort time. Ciear- 
ly, if there is much of this sort of thing, dried bee!

General Twiggs’s Swords, 
From the New York Herald. 

General Twiggs was presented with three swords 
for gallant service duripvg the Mexican war, one by 
his native ciiy, Baton Rouge, the second by the 
state of Louisiana and the taird by the United 
States.

Thenew custodian ofthe plates and dies, not anx 
ious tohave more on his han@s than necessary, 
has returned the souvenirs to the treasury depart- 
ment. The beics of General Twiggs, it is under- 
stood, have taken ae steps to secure poxsession 
of the sword—that given by the United States be- 
ing, it is said, wor $30,000 on account of the pre- 
cious stones with which the hilt is studded. It is 
probable that tne president will order them re- 
ames to the heirs when proof of kinship is estab - 


ket in one hand and his life in the other 
throughout the late war.

awakes within that slumbering chest, That 
watery eye renews its fierce confederate fire. That 
fluttering nostril breathes the battle from afar. 
And row comes another of Mr. Cabie’s heralds, 
drumming sweetly for the Century, and saying: 
‘Mr. Cable’s delicafe satires on the creoles, carry- 
ing by implication to that thin sxinned section of 
the American people the idea ofa taint of African 
biood, have made living in New Orleans almost 
impossibie to the author. Thus, friendless, for- 
lorn, hated by those for whom he risked his life 
on innumerable bloody fields, an ouicast from 
home and family, this patriot hero offers his wares 
to the Ceniury, and, presumabiy, gets Mis Chris 
tian price. If the “Bleeding Martyr's Kick’’ 
won’t cell, what is the country coming to’ 

We have already said, and we now repeat, that 
of allthesilly and malignant things that have 
been seid apropos of Cable this talk of his being 
a martyr isthe most disgusing. Tae attempt to 
make it appear that he 1s a persecuted lamb, not 
daring to return tothe land of his birtao, 1s the 
yeriest twaddle ever uttered. Mr. Cable is not 
ostracized. There was nothing tor ostra- 
Clsém t0 work wupen. He had lost no 
friends, ior he wever bad any to = iose. 
His writipgs have made him no enemies, because 
there is notbing in them to excite enmity.* He 
erjoys tbe contempt of the New Orleans commu 
nity; he bas always enjoyed it, and there 18 abso 
jute'y no change in the situation there.

‘The proposition should be 
transposed—Cable maligned and ridiculed them 
because he knew they had no respect 10 
bim. New Orleans is his birthpiace. He was 
reared there, and the community had every op- 
portunity of appraising him at his true worth. 

Tbe vaiuation was fixed iong 
eg0, and Mr. Cable has deepened it little, ifany, by 
any sutsequent utterance. [tis quive im possiple to 
niake a bero of him, a among very ignorant 
end gushing people. He was never a soldier. 
He never had a musket in kis band or knew the 
emeliof gunpowder. And he never had a convic- 
tion as to southern politics until he ascertained 
what variety of conviction would be marxetable. 
He ie simply apitifnl, malevolent little creature. 
who has learned to hate New Otileans and Louis- 
igna, through feeling that trey do uot honor 
bim, and whose hate fattens on 
jiself. This heralds and panegyrists may seek as 
they will to explain the fact, but it remains true 
that a Man Cannot be so universally despised as 
Cabie is by those who know him best without 
some excellent reason. They know the reason 
down in New Orleans, and Cable knows it, too.

Sleeping Oar Accommodations 
The Railroad Gezette publishes the following 
intere:tipg article upon the subject of sleeping 
cars: 


The copsiderable foothold which the Mann 
sleeping cars are gaining in this country, and the 
reei advautleges Over the ordinary American pat- 
tern which they offer, suggest some interesting 
questions concerning eleeping cars in general, 
which will sooner or iater come up for settiement, 
and which wide-awake inventors and railroad 
officers will @o well to consider: for, notwith- 
standing the popularity of Puliman, or Wagner, 
or Woodruil, and in spite of the great 
advantages and comforts already aflurded, it 
remains a fact that Jarge numbers of 
people nightly ride in ordinary coaches because 
ol some feature oi the sleeping carsystem waich 
coes notsuittbem. It will be said, and doubtiess 
truly ¢nough, tiai the chief objection is cost; that 
people are unwilling or unable to pay the prices 
cen anded, albeit the figures are not by any means 
generally considered exyorbitent. Nevertaeless, 
various other obstacies do exist, and it 1s not by 
apy means certain tiat this chiclone cCauuot be 
sorey hat mitygated and the railroads at the same 
time benefitted. A numerous class who avoid 
sleeping cars on account of the unsatisfactory 
means of secuning privecy are women, old and 
yourg, married and single, whether traveling 
alone or otherwise; and to those who do not travel 
much it does not seem that they are by any means 
exposing themselves to the charge of ovyer-fastidi 
ousness in taking the stand that they do. It 
may be said that the class whose journeys 
are so infrequent is not worth caterine to 
especially; tut there is, reason to believe it 
is, end that yreguiar or habitual  tray- 
ellers form a much smaller proportion of 
through or long journey patrons than of the 
local or comparatively short trip passengers. If 
patronage ol s'eeping cars is to depend upon in- 
culicating the habit and on having people familiar 
with the cars, itcertaiuly is desirable to make the 
incucements to non-usersto try them as attrac- 
tive as possible. Numerous other objections might 
be named, but the two referred to are enough to 
indicate the pature of the problem presented, 
which is to improve the service and reduce the 
price; to add to the cost, (by using more room, as 
the Mann system does.) and yet secure more 
custom by keeping the prices within reach of ‘‘the 
masses.”’ 

Arsuming the Mann boudoir car, with its luxu- 
rious fittings and accessories, to be the ne plus 
ultra; this admitted, a second class might beem- 
bodied in style of car, possessing the chief advan- 
tage of this system, privacy—rigid partitions in- 
stead of mere curtains— but, divested of its luxu- 
rious upbolstery, spaciousness, and other costly 
features. The mention of spaciousness may, per- 
baps, be received with a smile, but properly se 
c/uded bertbs would certainly prove a ‘winuing 
card,’’ even if accompenied by a serious sacrifice 
of room, if decent ventilation could still oe had; 
and it is not by any means certain that more peo- 
ple cannot be got into a given space than the Mana 
cats LOW accommodate. 

Jt is well known that the stateroom isthe most 
unprofitable part of American cars, simply be- 
cause it is s0 frequently found usadapted either 
to the size or the means of parties who would 
otherwise use it; withthe Mann system it ought 
to be practicable to arrange the partitions as to 
furnish virtualstaterooms of all sizes in every 
car, end thus offer an additional inducement to 
family parties.

According to the Railway Age, 895'< miles were 
added to the railway track of the United States 
during the first half of the current calendar year. 
The Age states that its recerds for a number of 
years show that the construction duriug the first 
balf of the year is generally not more than 25 to

The [ Interesting Dodge Oase to be Argued 
in United|States Court To-day. 

A case of unusual interest will be argued in 
the United States court to-day before Judge 
Speer, it being the quite celebrated action in 
ejectment brought by William E. Dodge, of 
New York,againet about seventy-five different 
land holders of Dodge county, this state. 

The story of the case is one of great inter- 
est. Mr. Dodge claims possession of several 
thousand ofacres of land—nearly all of Dodge 
county, in. fact—alleging that he has the 
titles to the property and that the present oc- 
cupants are merely ‘‘squatters,” or legally 
epeaking, trespassers, The property in liti- 
gation is nearly all fine land, exceedingly 
valuable for lumber and turpentine. Many of 
the men who find themselves about 
to be ousted trom their homes bought the lands 
they occupy in perfect good faith from par- 
ties representing themselves to be the legal 
owners. Theaction brought by Mr. Dodge 
wes first entered in the U nited 
States court of the southern 
district of Georgia, where Mr. Dodge 
filed a bill in equity and got an injunction re- 
straining all persons from cutting timber or 
making turpentine upon the vast tracts of 
lands involved. Counsel for the defendants 
entered a demurrer to the bill of Mr. Dodge, 
and have filed a motion to diss0l ve the injune- 
tion. Its this motion that Judge Speer will 
hear today.

sors. 

“Formerly it» was very dangeious for 
an officer of the state or federal courts 
to serve a process in the pine lands,” 
said a well posted lawyer last night, “and 
especially in those sections where northern 
capitalists had invested, and where the squat- 
ters, apace: without any title, had located. 
lt was 28 much as the professional or political 
life of any lawyer was worth totake a suit in 
ejectment against these Georgia “tenants,” as 
they called themselves.

A Broker Gives His Views on the Situa- 
tion. f 

A prominent broker halted a ConstItTurTion 
reporter yesterday, and said: 

think, in your article published a few days 
since, you do a great injustice to a large majority 
of the shipping interest of Atlanta by publish- 
ing a statement of ‘‘one of the prominent mer- 
chants” who says that only brokers and pro- 
duce dealers are affected by resbipping privil- 
eges. It is true that only the classes you name 
are directly affected, but the objectionable 
part of his remarks is the tone which seems to 
ecek to give the impression that reshipping is 
not of great importance to Atlanta, but toa 
emallelement known as brokers and grain 
dealers. There is absolutely not 
ore man in the city of Atlanta 
who carries in stock any amount of flour, corn, 
oats, hay, bran, salt meat or other -western 
products, who is not vitally interested in re- 
shipping. To make an illustration, suppose 
two of our most prominent grocers have in 
stock each J,000 barrels ot flour, not forgetting 
of course that all otherg who dealin flour. may 
eleo have good stocks. (Atlanta has only a cer- 
tain territory in which\to sell this flour. Each 
of these houses have seid liberally to all their 
customers in said territory and find 
that they are supplied for the present, 
Mr. A. (one of otr dealers) reduces his price a 
little, in order to induce larger and more 
orders, but trade is all supplied. Mr. B.hears 
of Mr. A.’s cut and reduces a little below him. 
Sti}l it does not induce orders, because the 
trede issupplied. This makes it plain that 
they must seek more territory. Well, how is 
the best way to find it? Now Atlanta’s legiti- 
mate territory is half way to Augusta, half 
wey to Macon, to West Point on the Atlanta 
and West Point, a little way up the Air Line, 
and this is all that. would be her territory. With 
reshipping privileges all points in Flordia, 
east of Pensacola, all points in Georgia, in- 
cluding Columbus, Albany, Thomasville, 
Savyanpab, Macon, Augusta, Athens and all 
intermediate points, all points in South 
Carolinaand up to Wilmington and Schar- 
lotte in North Carolina, Well, say some of the 
largest merchants don’t care to engage in the 
car lot trade, but do a large jobbing business,
